Petitioner: Holly Gorrell 

 

Holly Gorrell, owner of Zodiac Signs on behalf of property owner states her two clients are looking to 

replace existing sign slats with new slats of the same size. Holly states the two bottom slats will be 

changed. Chairman Mallory reviews the previous variance that was granted. Chairman Mallory questions 

how long Senat has been in business at that location, Holly stated she is unaware. Chairman Mallory 

states there has been an added sign that was not approved and it goes over the allowed calculations. Mr.
